Dean Ficidhousc issues the fol- 
lowing announcement with regard 
to changes in timetables. 

Students In the Faculty of Arts 
and Science should note that no 
application to be permitted to 
change courses will be received 
after S p.m. on October 18lh. If 
students find it impossible to see 
the Assistant Dean, personally, be- 
fore that time, they shoiild get the 
necessary form from his office and 
file an application. 

^When a student changes from one 
co'urse to another, he should regis- 
ter the change with the Assistant 
Dean's Office and should notify 
both the Instructor In the course 
which he Is leaving and the In- 
structor in the course which he is 
entering. Last session, there were 
over 1,800 individual changes of 
course and, in too many cases, stu- 
dents made tho change without 
notifying anyone and - so found 
themselves, at ttie end of the year, 
held responsible for courses which 
they claimed to have dropped and 
with no credit for other courses 
which they claimed to have taken 
Students should make quite sure 
that they arc registered - for, the 
courses which lliey are taking and 
that they are taking the courses for 
which they arc registered. "

jPonnell Advises Ministers 
iTo Listen More Talk Less

"Relislon's Debt to Psychiatry", 
tlie subject of the talk given in 
the. Divinity Hall Chapel at 4 p.m. 
I yesterday by Dr. John Sutherland 
Bpnnell from New York Clty>The 
I lecture was given to an audience 
Jçt'Prcsbyterian ministers of the 
1 Synod of Montreal and Ottawa, and 
l|o;;students from the Presbyterian 
ICollege. , 

l;']:J}r,' Bbnnell, minister of the 
jllflh Avenue Prebytcrian Church 
lo^^Nèw York and Minister of the 
rKatlonal Vespers, began by say- 
I ing that there has. been a good 
Ideal of co-operation between roll- 
Iglon and psychiatry for the last 
[twenty years. He then explained 
low psychiatry helped a person to 
^understand his personal emotions 
f^and that his crippled nature could 
l^be cured by initating. a stronger 
If one. In this way a minster refers 
I?,; the person to God's personality. ' 

.Dr. Bonncll tlicn elaborated and 
igave examples of his belief that 



a minister should not violate 
confidence. Then, a minister would 
be trusted by his people. ' 

He then gave the advantages of 
a minister over, those of a psychiat 
rist. Namely,' that he can refer his 
parishioner, to God. And that when 
a psychiatrist seeks to rebuild a 
personality, he has no goal; no one 
can define a normal personality, 
Christ' is the goal for a minister, 
He added that the person must 
really desire to be helped. 

He said that ministers were not 
good listeners because they are 
trained to talk. This attitude had 
to change or else the people would 
not desire to talk over their prob 
Icms with the ministers because 
people who, have troubles wish to 
unburden their hearts. Not only 
must ai minister listen with atten 
tlon but also with real Interest, 
respect and without censure. 

He finished with an explanation 
of moral guilt as being different 
from neurotic Ruill, RlvinR exam 
pics and adding "God forgives alL"

Over in Europe I saw all the ad- 
veriisements for Canadian Club 
Whiskey, and I learned every verse 
of the engineer's Godiva song and 
some others, but when I came to 
Canada it was hard for me to un- 
derstand that a drug store, the most 
diversified shop I have ever seen, 
just doesn't sell any beer.

The guests were itttroiluccd to 
the members of the Society by Bill 
Johnson, President of the Society. 
As well as being an evening of 
speeches and questions, it' wias a 
general reception for the Fresh- 
men of the Faculty, and a reunion 
for the upperclassmen. 



Last night In Moyse Hall, two 
films were shown in connection 
with the coming Red Cross Blood 
Donor Campaign at McGili, October 
16-22. ! ~ ■ - ■ 
y.The first'fllm dealt with the com- 
plete process — the preparation of 
the various parts of the equipment 
required, the actual taking of the 
blood, the varlotis checks and clas- 
sifications the blood undergoes be- 
fore being stored, arid finally sev- 
eral dramatic Instances of rescue 
from death by the use of plaiima. 

A typical donor, Chuck Kent, wa.s 
shown giving his blood. His hemo- 
globin was checked to make cer- 
tain he was physically fit, and then 
his arm was frozen to prevent any 
pain whatever. Afterwards chat- 
ting with the other once - fearful 
donors, he was regaled with cof- 
fee and cookies. This is the actual 
process followed, though the re- 
freshments served vary. 

This is to be the only .campaign 
of the year. THje|McGill Commit- 
tee. is-going to try to'contact every 
student by .telephone in order to 
get the support necessary to attain 
this year's objective of 2,600 stu- 
dents, more than double last year's 
number of students.

Medical Lecturers 
To Be Given Grant 



The McGill Medical Faculty has 
received -a |25,000 grant from the 
Mary R. Marklc Foundation, accord- 
ing to the foundation's annual 
report which , was issued yesterday. 

The major program of the foun- 
dation,, to ward:, which $1,200,000 has 
been appropriated, is the support 
of selected young, doctors starting 
careers in i-acailémlcjinediclne.- .Un- 
der this plan 47 scholars In medical 
science, ranging in age. from 26 to 
45, on the faculties of 35 medical 
schools aré being helped through 
"the critical years" until they'.-ber 
come established as teachers '^antf 
investigators. 

$25,000 GranU 

The foundation grants $25,000 to 
tlie medical school over' a five-year 
period toward the support of each 
scholar, More .than a third of the 
medical schools in the United States 
and. Canada have- at', least one 
scholar , on their staffs and three 
schools have as many as three 
scholars, the report stated. 

The report emphasizes the need 
for young, "broad-gauged" men in 
Sedical education,' the social science 
aaB • tt^e humanities *;who . have 
^ne' beyond the pattern :of narrow 
departmnM^. -^ainingH. and arc 
atrongVnough' to' break Uirbiigh the 
Ivory curtain separating these fields. 
In medical education it will be 
these men who In time will, insist 
that the education of a doctor be 
more realistic. 

"With the medical eonrse length- 
ening every year through the 
growth of specialized training after 
graduation,, with new discoveries, 
fantastically increasing the sum of 
information each undergraduate is 
expected to acquire, with the cost 
of educating a doctor going beyond 
ail reason and with th.e growing 
tendency of departments in médical 



schools to dig their trenches deep- 
er, something has to give," the re- 
port said. The present "younger 
generation" would "have, to decide 
where to prune 'and where to en- 
courage growth in the curriculum. 
Physicians will have to be trained 
as physicians and the acadcntically 
minded ^ teacher wilL be discouraged 
lromj n i TOlng(Wa

Roaming Reel 
Leaves Dirty 
Campiis 

Winnipeg. Man— CUP— When the 
rampaging Red River/ -swept the 
University of Mahttdb'a campus last 
spring, the greatest loss incurred, 
undoubtedly lay In the damage 
done to the new University of Mani- 
toba Students; Union building. The 
reconstruction costs for the most 
part arc being borne by the Mani- 
toba government. 

Approximately five feet of water 
engulfed the building, warping the 
basketball floor and' ruining doors 
and partitions. The floor, which 
was so warped that it rose about 
three feet in the centre, has been 
taken up, and workmen are now 
waiting for the 167« moisture ac- 
cumulation . in the flooring to dry 
out before laying it again. 

Mr. F. H. Crawford, Comptroller 
of the University estimates that 
the possible cost of repairing Just 
part of the building which was in 
use. last year will be about $30,000. 

Workmen have now finished re- 
pair work and replacement of the 
cement floor, the sidings, and par- 
titions- The part of the build- 
ing which was in use last year 
should be reopened In about two 
months, v 

The tremendous taslr. of: fighting 
the flood and of supervising all 
reconstruction has fallen' upon th: 
capable shoulders of Comptroller 
Crawford. The extent of the re- 
construction job accomplished is 
evidenced by the fact that as 
ciasses' resumed Wednesday stu- 
denta;.w e{ ysa t i«tminimum of in- 
coiivehlcnce.*^^: 

Heavy damage was suffered In 
all parts, of the University. The 
estimated cost of all reconstruc- 
tion work . is about $290,000. The 
electrical distribution set, supply 
ing power for all building has not 
yet been- completely relaced, and 
in Is expected that in the near 
future a new plant must be built.

The McCarran Communist-control bill, 
passed by Congress over President Truman's 
veto, has become the law of the land. Hotli the 
law and tiie land may iinvc lost more than 
they gained. 

-The law, aimed at curbing Communist and 
eitbvcrsivc activities during periods of national 
Emergency, is sweeping and powerful in its 
nicasures, giving the government tlic grcntcst 
police powers since the .\lien and Sedition Acts 
f 1798. Briefly, it calls for tlie icgittiation of 
all Commbnist and Communist-front organi- 
zations, the internment of suspected subver- 
sives in time of war, and stiffcr penalties for 
iC'r ^f «nhntaitc and espionage.

Problems of Theotre at McGill

To those who wish to present a 
play on this campus, or at any 
other university, certain immediate 
problems arise, First Is that of 
choosing the right play. Great care 
must be taken in this choice, for not 
only must the play appeal to a 
wide majority 'Of students, but it 
must also not exceed the acting and 
technical abilities of tliose involved 
As an example we have but to look 
at the Kngiish department's pro 
duction of As You Desire Me. Any 
play by Pirandello has lt*s difficul- 
ties, this one more than most, and 
the actors lacked the necessary ex- 
perience to overcome them. 

'litis observation leads directly 
to the second, and more impor- 
tant, problem — an apathetic at- 
titude on the part of the student 
body towards drama on the cam- 
pus. In the case of As Yoii De- 
sire Me this student apathy ac- 
eeunlcd for the fact thai, while 
there were capable actors - and 
leehnlcians on the campus, they 
were unwilling .to commit them- 
selves to a group which lacked 
student support to such a large 
extent. 

The Players' Club for a while 
faced the same problem. A few 
years ago they ^ produced Noel 
Coward's Blithe Spirit. As a whole 
this production was perhaps one 
of the liest which has been pre- 
sented at McGill within Iho last 
few years. Yet tlic attendance was 
very disappointing. In this case the 
sliidents were simply not interested. 
Since then, however, the play- 
ers' Cllib has become better or- 
ganized, and lias come up with a 
solulion to this problem. Thrnugh 
the medium of the Arena Wing,

Dr: John Stanley

Dr. John Stanley, professor of 
zoology and chairman of. the Bio- 
logical Sciences Group of MnGIII's 
Faculty bf Arts and Science, is a 
busy man by any standards. In 
addition to teaching several ad- 
vanced soology courses for senior 
and graduate years and serving on 
â number of important University 
epmmlUees, MBrconjiri ç tg Meo nsIder- 
alii?^searehYWuifWlM which 
concerns "Mathematical Theories of 
Population Growth and Relative 
Aspects of Ecology." 

Most' McGill students who have 
met Dr. Stanley - remember him 
not in these capacities, however, 
but as the clear-spoken and quick- 
witted college professor who sup- 
piled them with a half year 
of colorful lectures in the fresh- 
man zoology course that is listed as 
Zoology lib. 

We first met Dr. Blanlcyi^durlnc 
one of those lectures this' spring' in 
crowded Room 250 of the Bioloiry 
Building. We found him discussing 
the subject wilh a clau of several 
hundred; substituting color and 
human interest for the cold fact- 
ual lectures that might be expect- 
ed before such an Impersonally 
large gathering of students. 

A few months ago we had the 
opportunity of speaking with Dr. 
Stanley in his offices and labora- 
tory in the Biological Buildit>g 
and lamed something more of his 
background, his interests, and his 
work at the University. 

PERSONAL BACKGROUND 

Dr. Stanley was born in London, 
England, In 1905 and came to Can- 
ada at an early age to settle In 
British Columbia where he at- 
tended public and high schools in 
New Westminster. ' In 1922 he 
entered the University of British 
Columbia from which he graduated 
with honors in xoology. He contin- 
ued his education al the Univer- 



sity of Minnesota from which he 
received his PhD In 1031 wilh a 
minor In mathematics and a major 
in entemology. 

Dr. Stanley joined the faculty of 
Queen's University in 1932 as as- 
sistant professor of biology. In 
1942, wiien he was associate pro; 
lessor of biology, he took leave 
of absence to be on active service 
with the R.C.A.F. After three 
years' service he returned to his 
former position at Queens' leav- 
ing a year later in order to accept 
the office of Professor of Zooiotty 
and Chairman of the Department 
at McGill.' In 1048 he assumed his 
present position of "Group Chair- 
man." 

THE PROFESSOR 

With his freshman classes. Dr. 
Stanley tells us (hat his main aim 
is to supply the average student 
wilh "a bridge-table knowledge of 
looiogy," and, at the same time, 
to arouse the Interest of those who 
may honor in biological subjects or 
continue studying soology in later 
years. "For most students," he 
eommenled, "I am satisfied If I can 
develop in them a general Interest 
In zoological subjects." 
. Dr. Stanley confided that he 
^specially enjoyed this elementary 
course which he has taught for 
22 years. He commented that he 
felt the need to "sell the subject" 
to the freshman class each year, 
"t like the big crowd and the 
course Itself offers an . opportunity 
to develop a skill In putting things 
across. In the mors advanced 
courses," he explained, "I have to 
lecture in ,a . much more formal 
fashion." 

In leaching "Zoology lib" Dr. 
Stanley makes considcnlile re- 
ference to the social and human 
aspects of soology. He questioned 
last year's freshman zoology class, 
for example, and found that five 



students had never required den- 
tal care of any sort. He com- 
mented that this was Ihe largest 
number that he had found In one 
of his cla<isFs In the twenty yeara 
that he had been asking the ques- 
ifon and he contrasted it with 
the times when two or • tbrea 
years might elapse before one 
such person would be located, 
lie emphasized that the question 
reached mucif loo small a group 
to auure representation of . a 
general trend, but he aald that it 
did seem encoursglng. 

The Scientist 
''Mathematical Theories, of Popu- 
lation Growth and Relative As- 
pects of Ecology" has been the topic 
of much of Dr. Stanley's research 
both at McGill and elsewhere. Ha 
has published over twenty papers 
on this and associated topics.- His 
present work deals with the inter- 
action of such forces as crowding, 
food supply, and speed of movement 
and their resultant effect on tho 
growth of populations. He studies 
''the thousand and one factors, bio- 
logical and otherwise, that combine 
to produce the end result." 

His laboratory work at the pre- 
sent lime centres about the flour 
beetle, Trlbolium Confusum, 
which he breeds in bottles of 
flour in laboratory Incubators. 
The required stsiistlcs are ob- 
lalned by removing sample cul- 
tures at specified times and exam- 
ining the insects present. The in- 
cubators that are used may b* 
regulated to provide varioua con- 
ditions of humidity and tempera- 
ture in the air surrounding tba 
beetles. 

The work is greatly aided by the 
autotrephon', a timing device tiiat 
was built by Dr. Stanley in order 
to remove the culture bottles auto-

MobiUzation Project 



Forthe second time In les.s than 
a decade, Boston Uni\fersity. is 
making plans for mobilization of its 

cvenTot'Wïanoiwî^mergcney, 

A newly established planning 
committee under the leadership of 
President Marsh has begun a plan 
for cooperation between the uni- 
versity, students, armed forces re- 
serves on the campus, and the Sol- 
eetlve Service system now in pro- 
gress in the U.S. J. K. Larkin, di- 
rector of the American equivalent 
to D.V.A., will act as liaison be- 
tween the students and the services. 
^■'■"S^îï'-- 

'A' number of faculty' members 
have been appointed to act as 
counselors for those students who 
are in the Reserve, or who are fac- 
ing Induction as a result, of the re- 
cent Korean crisis. 

There will be a complete survey 
of the student body, faculty, and 
staff, since a large percentage of 
these are In the various reserve 
components, and this Information 
will be made available to the gov- 
ernment oil request. ' 

Plans for the protection of per- 
sonnel and , property In case of at- 
Uck. and the responsibilities of the 
university to the community will 
also be studied at the same time. 

It Is thought that training pro- 
grammes similar to those In World 
War 11 will be developed again 
should the nation face a similar 
crisis. It is also expected that many 
of ll|e. research projects, to; which 
many faiculty members made ; out- 
standing contrib'titlonajl^iir^ the 



last war, will be greatly augmented. 
Research projectif since the war 
have already been undertaken 
through the cooperation of indus- 
try, foundations, and the govern- 
ment..
